UpperClassmen 
Are Addressed 
By Dr. Opdyke 

Gives Lecture On 
"Patterns In Pictures" 



The student body of Mary Wash- 
ington College were privileged to 
nave Dr. George H. Opdyke, of 
Hartford, Connecticut, as their 
guest speaker at Convocation on 
Wednesday evening, October 26, at 
seven o'clock. 

Dr. Opdyke delievered an inter- 
esting and highly educational lec- 
ture on "Patterns in Pictures." 
illustrated in slides. His talk is 
an event that will long be remem- 
bered for its simple directness of 
approach to the fundamental prob- 
lems in art appreciation. 

Dr. Opdyke 's career has been 
an interesting one. After gradu- 
ating from Wesleyan Universi:y, 
e pursued courses In law and min- 
ing engineering at Columbia Uni 
verslty, from which he received 
his Master of Arts and Doctor of 
Philosophy degree. He is a mining 
engineer by trade. He never taught 
nor practiced it, his interest 
being entirely on the side of art 
appreciation. 

Some years ago Dr. Opdyke pub- 
lished a book entitled "Art and 
Nature Appreciation." In it he 
formulated his own method of 
studying art objects so that all 
might gain aesthetic pleasure 
from them. His plan to study is 
based on the assumption that art 
is a language; that one should 
learn to read art aesthetically, ss 
the artist does; in terms of art 
rather han in erms of artists, art 
history, and art criticism; learn 
to judge art by personal analysis 
instead of by the analysis of oth- 
ers; in short, one should learn to 
see the arts through personal un- 
derstanding and judgment. To a 
multiude of new and basic ideas 
Dr. Opdyke opens the eyes and 
minds of his readers.

Dr. Shankle Honored 

Professor Here Asked 
To Contribute Articles 



Dr. George E. Shankle, Profes- 
sor cf English, has been invited by 
Charles Scribner to contribute an 
article for Mr. Scribner's new 
compilation, A Dictionary of 
American History. The subject 
for this six hundred word article 
is Virginia state names and nick- 
names. An authority in that field, 
Dr. Shankle has prepared the 
article and it is to ba published 
in the book which will appear 
next spring. The great honor of 
having been invied to write for 
this book was accorded only to 
well-known experts on various 
topics and men located in key po- 
sitions in the United States. 

Dr. Shankle has also been invited 
by the editors of The American 
Speech Magazine to prepare an 
article for their publication. This 
will appear in an early issue of 
that magazine. 

Simultaneously, Dr. Shankle is 
writing three books. One is a 
supplement to his already publish- 
ed and widely acclaimed book,, 
"American Nicknames." This 
book, which was rekased from 
press in 1937, has had much favor- 
able attention. A very elaborate 
and complimentary review of this 
book is found in the October, 1938, 
issue of the Journal of Education. 
Numerous colleges and schools are 
adopting it as a reference book. 
Soon the supplement to this suc- 
cessful book will be completed and 
published. Of the other two books 
upon which he is working at pres- 
ent, one is about American mottos 
and slogans, while the other is a 
very interesting discussion of 
American pen names. 

Research work is demanding a 
great deal of Dr. Shankle's time. 
At many local libraries and the 
Congressional Library in Wash- 
ington, he is acquiring much nec- 
essary data for these three books 
which will be published within 
Beveral months.
